Economy Is Imperative. 


The call for "business as usual" is not increasing in volume. 


It was raised some lime ago by papers and people that feared 
tlic economies necessitated by the war might interfere with 
some branches of trade, and of course lhe idea of any such 
development as that was not to be entertained lor a moment. 
Everything- must be kept booming at (lie usual high pilch.»in 
order that "prosperity" might prevail'and the country be en- 
abled lo supporl the war without feeling lhe cosl. 


Bul as matters are developing (here is very evidently grow- 


ing a feeling'that economy is in order and that the country 
cannot have business as usual in all lines while lhe drain of 
the war is upon il. With hundreds of thousands of men taken 
out of productive pursuits and property being consumed and 
destroyed on such a.scale as is known only in time of war it 
should be easy to understand -that not all business can go on 
as usual. 
To a considerable extent luxuries must be side- 


tracked for lhe lime being and.the people must concentrate 
(heir efforts upon-essentials. 


Pi-of. Frank H. Dixon of Dartmouth recently had some- 


thing lo say on this subject fhal is worthy of serious attention. 
Mr. Dixon is professor of economics, and is in a position1 Jo 
weigh this question properly. . He points out the .vast'drain 
jhe war is making on-the world and upon this country, and 
says it must be met by economies which make business a.s 
usual out of the question for the time being. The unproduc- 
tive-armies must be t'ed and clothed. This will require labor 
and materials in large volume, and while (he country is rich 
il is not rich enough to-stand Ibis strain and keep everything 
else going as usual. There must be economies, 
and rigid 


economies, and if these arc not voluntarily assumed they will 
be forced upon us. 


Says Professor Dixon: "Labor a'nd materials being,limited 


in quantity and growing constantly scarcer, it follows thai 
some of the.ordinary demand must be withdrawn if lhe gov- 
ernment is nol to be embarrassed. Every person who buys 
luxuries and non-essentials is unnecessarily competing with 
ihe government at a fime of crisis for lhe labor and materials 
needed (o prosecute lhe war. Armies and navies are equipped 
and maintained not with money, but (he products of labor. 
We cannot eat our cake and keep il too." 


That is pulling lhe mailer.in a straightforward way. Pro- 


fessor Dixon admits lhal proper war economies -will injure, 
some kinds of business, bul is of the opinion (hat lhe sacrifice 
of business is no greater (han lhal made by lhe young men 
who are going to the trenches. And that will be the opinion 
of all thinking men and women who will consider the mailer 
soberly. 


It is folly fo talk aboul business as usual during the period 


of lhe war 
The nation has a dig task on its hands and must 


bend every'energy lo it. And unlil it is completed there must 
be wise economy wherever it is possible lo apply it. The peo- 
ple should recognize this fact and bow cheerfully lo (he neces- 
sity thai confronts them. 


New. Hampshire is moving in the direction of rounding up 


Ihe slackers who failed lo come forward on registration day, 
and it is high time this should be done, not only in New 
Hampshire, bul in every stale in-the Union. 
And it cannot 


be done too soon. -Right at lhe very.start the government 
should make il plain that when it issues a war order it means 
what il says and lhat it is not lo be trifled with. 


Secretary McAdoo freely and fully acknowledges lhe great 


aid furnished by the newspapers of Ihe country in floaling lhe 
Liberty loan. 
Without this aid there would have been a dif-
